Council would prol)ably reduce the number of 
saloons here to a dozen; and yet some folks 
can't see where ''high license" doeit any good. 

If (iovei'nor Hkckham would inimortali/.e 
himself, he will call a special -essioii of the 
Legislature; and then if the Leirislature would 
earn ^the uratitude <>f the sensible people of 
Kerftuckv, it will amend the State Capitol !'>ill,

LomitMU CourUr^wmmt. 

At the instance of Union Labor organintiont the Gen- 
eral Council ol Lexington recently pasaed, with only one 
dissenting vote, an ordinance requirinK that all contracts 
fnr i<upplicr< foi»fhr various city departments and all other 
such contractsi be awarded only to persons or firms em- 
ploying Union labor. This ordinance has been vetoed by 
fh( Maynr because ot an opinion by City Solicitor Clay 
holding it to be uncoustitutioual, and the veto was sus- 
tained by the Council at a meetinff Saturday night. 

Mr. Cluy, citing a list of caaes, pays that the Courts 
of the various states have with "singular unanimity" de- 
cided agaioat the validity of such ordinances as this. He 
arguns that it violates Section 1 ol the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment ol the Federal Constitution, which reads— 

"No stite fhiill make or ctifone i\!iy law which shull 
abriii^rc the privilegcf or inumiiiitie^ of citizens of the 
United States; nor nhall luiy state d< prive any person of 
life, liberty or property without due process of law, nor 
deny to any person within its jariadiction the equal pro- 
tection of the laws." 

The word "state," Mr. Clay says, has been held to in- 
clude all municipal corporiUion-' ( reiUcil by the state. 
"Litiertv has been construcil to mean not simply (reedom 
from restraint, but the ri^;ht to labor, or to pnrsin' one's 
calling or business up<Mi terms of absolute ecpiaiity witli 
all others. 'Equal protection of the law' means not 
merely equal protection so lar as personal security is con- 
cerned, but equal protection in all the rights and privi- 
leges of citisensbip." 

Any law, therefore, that abridges these privileges or in- 
terferes with these rights, is in violation of this constitu- 
tional provision. 

He further holds that the ordinance violates Section :< 
of the Kentucky Mill of Rights, which provides that "Ml 
men when tliey form a -oriul compact are ciiual; and no 
grant of exclusive emoluments or privileges shall be made 
to any man or set of men, except in consideration of pub- 
lic services." 

He argues also that "it is contrary to public policy, in 
that it is cla"s legislation, discriminative in its character, 
and tends to stifle competition and create a monopoly." 

In malting this point he says very forcibly— 
"Manifestly, if the General Cmincil lias the ri^ht to re- 
strict competition so far as the public supplii s and pul)lic 
contracts are concerned to those only who employ I'nion 
labor, it would have the same right to pass the ^^ame char- 
acter of ordinance for the benefit ol non-Union labor, if 
at any time the friends of non«Union labor should gain 
control ol the General Council. And if at any time the 
majority of the members of the General Couneil should 
lie members of the Presbyterian Church, or the Methodist 
Church, or the I'.aptist Church, or the Catholic Church, 
or of any other Church, oi if the majority of them should 
belong to the Masons, or the ( )ilclfeIlows, or the Klks, or 
any other Order, they would have tiie same right to i>ass 
a lilce ordinance for the benefit of those employing mem- 
bers of their particular Church, denomination or Order. 
The result would be that the laws of the city, instead of 
I being enacted for the benefit of all the inhabitants of the 
municipality equally and impartially, would favor only 
that class of our citizens who happened to be in political 
power at the particular time." 

The (luestion here raised is one of some local interest, 
as only the other day an action was brought to test the 
validity ol a similar Louisville ordinance.
